Washington, February 9. — Plans for 
bringing homo the bodies of all officers 
Bailors and marines now burled or for- 
•tgn soil are being worked out by the 
Navy Department and the actual work 
■irili be undertaken within the next few 
Bonths.' The wishes of relatives, how 
eyer, will govern not only as to the re- 
turn of tlie bodies, but also as to their 
final disposition. Those brought home 
either will be sent forward for private 
Interment or buried In the Arlington or 
■ome other national cemetery as the 
relatives may decide. 

The department' ..nnounrement to- 
day expressed a preference tor bring- 
ing home all bodies. It waa pointed 
oat that as a result of the careful 
preparation made at the outbreak of 
the war It had been possible to return 
tiie bodies of hundreds of those who 
died overseas, tn the ease of marines 
and naval detachments serving with the 
army, however, tlhs was not poHsiWe 
instead a careful system of iienn- 
•nent marking of graves waa main- 
tained. U the nearest of kin of any of 
the men who gave their lives for their 
country desire the dead will be left to 
l '«t In France, probably in special pur- 
ituund American cemetery sites, where 
psrpetual care and recognition will be 
assured. 

The department's statement said 
that where bodies were bn>u^'ht home 
for burial In national cemeteries full 
■lilitaxy honors would be accorded, 
and where private Interment was de 
aired the navy would prepay all ex- 
yenaea up to delivery of the casket to 
Mlatlves, and 'that the war risk insur- 
ance bureau of the Treasury would re- 
fund actual burial expenses not ex- 
•eedlng $100 in each case upon pre- 
sentation of the olaims. 

Relatives of the dead of navy and 
naval reserve were re.iuestcd to write 
the bureau of medicine and surgery
